U.S.S.R. He o rdered th e blo ckade and th en, in­ 
ex plicably , to o k it o ff with in 30 day s. 
With in ano th er y ear Castro ’s su bv ersio n was so 
damaging th at President Kennedy was fo rced to 


make a Latin-American trip and tell pro testing 
Latin-American ch iefs o f state th at th ere was no th ­ 
ing h e co u ld do abo u t it. Six elected go v ernments 
pro mptly fell. Ou r ancient Mo nro e Do ctrine, wh ich 
ty pifies th e essence o f th e principle o f th e initi­ 
ativ e, was s h a t t e r e d 
in th e catastro ph ic 
< u ban debacle. And th e present debacle in Viet­ 
nam was directly co nnected with th e Bay o f Pigs 
as well. 
Sh o rt I v th ereafter, and at th e wo rst po ssible 
time, embarrassed 
President Kennedy so u gh t a 
meeting with So v iet Premier Nikita Kh ru sh ch ev in 
Vienna. Kh ru sh ch ev , by th e President’s o wn state­ 
ment. “bu llied h im.” And. also by th e President’s 
o wn statement, 
h e u ndersto o d th is, say ing th at 
‘ apparently Kh ru sh ch ev h ad decided th at 
a ny bo dy 
stu pid eno u gh to get inv o lv ed in th at situ atio n (th e 
Bay o f Pigs) was immatu re, and any bo dy wh o 
didn't see it th ro u gh 
was timid 
and, th erefo re, 
co u ld be bu llied.” 
\s a resu lt. President Kennedy sent th e first 
(16.090) co mbat tro o ps into Vietnam in a face-sav ­ 
ing o peratio n to pro v e to Kh ru sh ch ev th at th e 
United states was no t a paper tiger, a fact co n­ 
firmed by Sec. o f Statu Dean Ru sk o n May 9. 1964». 
(Mi Oct. 1». 1966, with th e landing o f a 4th In­ 
fantry Div isio n brigade,

th ird largest war we h av e ev er fo u gh t. On Ju ne 
22. 1968. it became th e lo ngest. Wh at we are see­

Th e fu ndamental weakness in o u r Paris talks 
po sitio n is th at we canno t o u tlast th e enemy in 
Vietnam and. nev erth eless. Wash ingto n h as refu s­ 
ed to allo w o u r fo rces to o u tfigh t h im. Meanwh ile, 
th e enemy bu ildu p h as gro wn so great th at h e 
canno t be driv en o u t by o u r present fo rces. Yet 
after all o u r gh astly sacrifices we canno t affo rd a 
deal th at is o ne-sided — th eir-sided. 
\\ h at American fo reign po licy mu st h av e to 
regain th e initiativ e is a su ccess so mewh ere — a 
series o f su ccesses. It is widely said in o u r State 
Department itself th at o u r po licy makers “h av e 
go t so u sed to reacting th at th ey h av e fo rgo tten 
h o w to act.” Th is is th e ch ange requ ired o f th e 
new Nix o n administratio n if th e United States is 
to reco v er its fo reign po licy po sitio n as th e No . 1 
natio n in th e wo rld.
